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I  have  been  looking  at  previous  yearbooks,  right  back  to 
the  first  one  produced  in  1970,  and  what  really  is  most 
evident  is  that  the  more  things  change,  the  more  they 
have  stayed  the  same. 


Without  a  doubt  the  people  have  changed  but  it  was  very  interesting,  after  6 
years  in  the  hot  seat,  to  read  the  words  of  previous  Heads,  Mr  Lamacraft,  Dr. 
Marshall,  Mr  Beacroft,  Mr  Rodriguez  and  Mr  Lennox.  In  the  first  yearbook  Mr 
Lamacraft  said  how  proud  he  was  of  the  steady  improvement  of  the  facilities, 
the  calibre  of  the  teaching  staff  and  the  academic  success  of  the  students. 
Forty-three  years  later  I  could  say  those  exact  same  words.  Mr  McCullough 
and  his  maintenance  team  are  constantly  working  to  improve  our 
surroundings,  the  staff  at  Warwick  Academy  are  the  backbone  of  the  school 
and  our  students  are  going  to  the  best  universities  in  the  world  and  then 
coming  back  to  Bermuda  to  further  develop  the  island’s  resources.  An 
example  of  this  are  my  Head  Girl  and  Head  Boy  this  year,  Lindsay  Fisher  and 
Russell  Conyers,  who  have  both  been  accepted  into  prestigious  medical 
schools.  Needless  to  say  they,  and  the  rest  of  the  student  leadership  team, 
have  represented  the  school  with  poise  and  dignity  all  year. 

So  things  change  but  things  stay  the  same  and  school  yearbooks  are  an 
important  record  of  just  this.  Without  people  who  are  prepared  to  spend  time 
producing  the  Yearbook  these  records  would  not  exist.  My  thanks  go  to  the 
Yearbook  Committee  who  have  spent  many  hours  organising,  taking  and 
uploading  photographs  and  making  sure  that  all  aspects  of  life  at  Warwick 
Academy  are  recorded  for  another  year. 

Enjoy  your  Yearbook  -  and  keep  it  safe,  for  you  never  know  what  enjoyment 
and  interest  it  may  hold  for  you  in  another  forty  years.
